A dreadful event has plunged this town into defolation 
and mourning. A barque traverfing the canal yeferday 
evening st the rifing of the tide, with more than 200 pei 
foos of every age end fex, was funk in mid channel, and 
out of the whole oaly co were faved ; all the refi perifh- 
ed, The day had been fair, and a fete was held at Slycks 
ens, a village, a league and a half from Oltend, to which 
More than 4000 of the inhabitants had repaired. 

The boat bad fcarcely quitted the bank when its dam- 
age was perceived ; but taflead of returning whilft it was 
yet prodticable, the conduttors, as if infatuated would pur- 
fue their way. * The water entering at every part feverel 
men threw themfelves over board and were drowned in the 
whirlpoot.
